ciation. 

For some time it has been known 
that tbe ■taoelaUoa was in bard 
lines, owing to the failure ot tbe peo- 
ple to properly patroni/.e the meet- 
ings in tbe past few years, and this is 
one reason the fair, which would now 
be in progress had it not tietn de- 
clared off, did not take place. 

The grounds of the MtOCitt tofl 
comprise Ut acres of the best land or 
about eight blocks, and cost the as 
sociation to eipuiji them about f If ,■ 
000. 

Tbe present indebtedness of tne 
association is about $7,000 ami the 
directors are wiliirg to close out tbe 
grounds to tbe person or jiersons who 
will assume tbe indebtedness, which 
will then protect tbe directors. 

Il may be said in behalf ot tht db 
rectors aud » (liters of the association 
that they have done the best they 
Sua Id, aud it is no fault of tbtir'l 
thai the annual meets were failures 
from a financial slaml|>oint. 

It is more thau probable that the 
new men will take charge of tbe 
grounds and that Paducah will here 
after ha»e her fairs regularly and 
with credit to tbe city and county, as 
well as profit to all concerned.

Logan of New York.attornev for the 
Delaware Indians, tells me that thev 
will hold a council at \ initn, I. T.\ 
soon for the purpose of deciding 
whether they will remove as a led] 
to Mexico. Mr. !,o*an thinks they 
will determine to do so. "It is 
likely that the I niled States will 
soon sec the last of 4 he Delaware* 
he said recently. "The remnant of 
that mi e proud and famous race ll 
about to remove from Indian Terri- 
tory to Mexico. 

"The Dels wares have a peculiar 
and eventful bislory," continued Mr. 
Logan. "They met William Penn 
upon bis arrival, and with them he 
negotiated the famous treaty. They 
stood as a solid wall between the 
Kuropesn settlers on the east ami the 
ferocious Indian tribe- on the west. 
Thev werckn'-wn ^'peaceful' Indians, 
ever ready to delmd their rights, if 
necessary, when attacked, but never 
provoking trouble u r making an at- 
tack themselves. It is doubtful 
whether the early English settlements 
in till country cculd have been 
maintained if it bad not been for 
tleir friendship. 'Logan, the friend 
of the white man,' was a Delaware 
chief. 

Originally the Dclawares and the 
kindred Algonquin tribe* occupied 
more than two thirds of all the terri- 
tory which constituted the original 
I ni!ed States, from the Penobscot to 
the Navaunahs and away beyond the 
Alleghanies toward the Mississippi, 
and they numbered nearly 100,000 
souls. 'European civilization, ever 
pressing them on the east, drove 
them westward and westward, until 
finally what were left of them 
peaceably settl-d in Kansas, where 
the treaty was made in IMC. 

"The Delawares had been loyal 
through the civil war, and many of 
the tribe served with honor and dis> 
tinction in the l oion army The 
Cherokees, cn the other hand, side<< 

with the svM Ul - Tk "* 
wanted the TTe'aware country in Kan 

sas, aud the fact that the Delaware 
braves bad stood side by side with 
him in defense of the I'nion was not 
strong enough to protect them. But 
this land bad been solemnly guaran- 
teed to the Delawares by the I nited 
States, and the faith of the Nation 
waa behind the Delaware title. Again 
the Delawares proved themselves the 
friend* of the white man Fertile as 
was their new-foi nd home on the 
plains of Kansas, much as they had 
become attached to it, they consented 
to move again. So the treaty of 
1866 was made. 

"A suit is now pending in the 
I' nited States Court of Claims, and 
will be tried this winter, to determine 
the rights of the parties under the 
contract. The Delawares claim that 
as they bought and paid for two 
things— to-wit. land aud the privil- 
eges of citizenship— they are entitled 
to both. The Cherokees claim that 
Delawares must put their land 
back into the common pool and di- 
vide up with the Cherokees. 

"Whatever the result of this suit," 
continued Mr. Logan, • the Dela- 
ares have determined thsc they will 
shake the dust of the United States 
from the soles of their moccasins. 
They foresee that the Indian Territo- 
ry is aoon to be opened up to the 
white man: they are not strong 
enough to resist the terrible and con- 
stant pressure ; thev have the best 
amis io the United States, and the 
white man is bound to have them. 
The offer of citizenship and the priv- 
ilege of voting contained in the re- 
eently passed Curtis bill has no al- 
lurement for the Delaware. He has 
has had too much ex|>erienec wit I 
the white man.
